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FUNDING SUMMARY

This bill appropriates a total of $108.6 million for FY 2017 and $8.1 million for FY 2018 from the following
sources:

Agriculture and Land Stewardship (DALS) for the Iowa Water Quality Initiative. Allocates $450,000 from
the appropriation to the Iowa Nutrient Research Center at Iowa State University for nutrient water
monitoring network technology and equipment.

Appropriates $1.9 million for FY 2017 from the RIIF to the DALS for the Agricultural Drainage Wells:
closure of agricultural drainage wells.

Appropriates $1.0 million for FY 2017 from the RIIF to the Department ofIowa Great Places Program: 
Cultural Affairs (DCA) for the Great Places Infrastructure Grant Program.

Appropriates $5.0 million for FY 2017 from the RIIF to the Community Attraction and Tourism Program:
Iowa Economic Development Authority (IEDA) for the Community Attraction and Tourism (CAT) Fund.

Appropriates a total of $9.7 million over three fiscal years to the JudicialPolk County Justice Center: 
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Branch for the purchase of equipment and furnishings of the Polk County Justice Center.

Appropriates $1.3 million for FY 2017 from the RIIF to Criminal Justice Information System Integration:
the Department of Human Rights (DHR) for continued development and implementation of the Criminal
Justice Information System.

Appropriates $10.0 million for FY 2017 from the State Bond Repayment Fund Capitol Dome Repairs:
(SBRF) to the DAS for repairs the Capitol Dome and the State Capitol Building.

Appropriates $15.9 million from theUniversity of Northern Iowa (UNI) Schindler Building Renovation: 
SBRF to the Board of Regents for the Schindler Education Building. This replaces a previously enacted
appropriation of the same amount from the RIIF for FY 2017.

Appropriates $2.0 million for FY 2017 from the SBRF to the IowaVeterans Home Building Renovations: 
Veterans Home for renovation of the Sheeler and Loftus buildings. This replaces a previously enacted
appropriation of the same amount from the RIIF for 2017.

CHANGES TO PRIOR APPROPRIATIONS

Reallocates RIIF funding to the Pharmacy building by reducing the University of Iowa Pharmacy Building:
the FY 2017 appropriation by $6.0 million and increasing the FY 2018 appropriation by $6.0 million.

Deappropriates an FY 2017 RIIF appropriation of $15.9 million to UNI Schindler Building Renovation:
UNI for renovation of the Schindler Building. This funding is replaced with an identical appropriation from
the State Bond Repayment Fund.

Deappropriates two previously enacted FY 2017 appropriationsVeterans Home Building Renovations: 
totaling $2.5 million from the RIIF to the Iowa Veterans Home for campus improvements. These
appropriations are replaced with identical funding from the State Bond Repayment Fund. 
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STUDIES AND INTENT

Authorizes the ITTC to enter into a contract that exceeds the current contract limitations set in the Iowa
Code for the network core upgrade project.

Prohibits funds appropriated for public vertical infrastructure projects from being used for salaries of
restricted employees beginning in FY 2017. The Bill defines restricted employee as an employee that has a
salary set by the Governor within a range set by the General Assembly or a president of a Board of Regents
institution.

Requires that state agency budget requests for FY 2018 specify whether requested funds will be used for
state employee salaries and benefits.

Allows the Executive Council to purchase Elim Fellowship Church. This church is located on the State
Capitol Complex and is at the corner of East 9th and Des Moines Street.

SIGNIFICANT CODE CHANGES

Amends the Lake Restoration Program and makes the following changes:

Defines public shallow lake and wetland and makes these entities eligible to receive Lake Restoration
Funding.
Requires the Lake Restoration projects to contribute to the DNR's fish and wildlife conservation plans.
Requires the DNR to maintain a list of up to five public shallow lakes or wetlands in addition to the
list of 35 significant public lakes. Requires the DNR to meet with stakeholders in communities near
the lakes listed on the annual list.
Decreases the mean depth of lakes that will be dredged from ten to eight feet.
Requires the DNR to seek public comment prior to submitting the annual Lake Restoration Plan and
Report to the General Assembly each year.
Requires the DNR to allocate between 8.0% and 12.0% of the annual lake restoration appropriation to
shallow public lakes and wetlands.

Suspends the General Fund standing appropriation of $17.5 million to the Technology Reinvestment Fund
for FY 2017.
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Page 17, Line 1

Page 20, Line 11Allocates any unobligated funds in the Prison Bonding Fund to the Department of Corrections for major
maintenance projects. The unobligated funds in the Prison Bond Fund currently totals $163,000.

EFFECTIVE DATE

Section 11 of this bill pertaining to grant requirements for a youth emergency shelter in Polk County applies
retroactively to July 1, 2015.

Division IV of this bill pertaining to changes to prior appropriations is effective on enactment.

Section 23 of this bill authorizes the ITTC to enter into a contract that exceeds contract limitations is
effective on enactment.

DETAIL: The Nursing Home Financial Assistance Program in Iowa

Therefore, the General Assembly provides the appropriation to keep
tuition costs lower for students. The tuition replacement appropriation
provides most of the annual debt service on the academic revenue
bonds, but a portion of the debt service is paid from reserve fund
interest. 

Funding for tuition replacement has been provided for many decades.
Until FY 2002, the appropriation was made solely from the General
Fund.

EdInsight is
designed to provide tools to evaluate individual student and group
performance over time. In addition, funds are used for the e-Transcript
data system and for the development of a permanent repository for the
records.

Rebuild Iowa Infrastructure Fund appropriation for FY 2017 to the
Department of Education to pay the costs of maintenance and leases
associated with Part III fiber connections for the Iowa Communications
Network (ICN). 

DETAIL: The Department has received an annual appropriation of

provided through Part III sites. These leases and maintenance costs
are a continuation of the Part III build-out project authorized during the
1995 Legislative Session. The funding is used for the leases and
maintenance expenses. State funding draws down federal Universal
Service Fund E-rate moneys that pay for the additional cost of leasing
the data circuits.

Rebuild Iowa Infrastructure Fund appropriation to Iowa Public
Television (IPTV) for equipment replacement and tower and facility
maintenance.

DETAIL: Iowa Public Television received appropriations totaling
$3,216,000 over the past three fiscal years for equipment replacement
and for tower and facility maintenance. According to IPTV, with the
conversion to digital broadcasting and digital equipment, stations
moved from proprietary hardware to commoditized hardware that runs
specialized software bundled as systems. The useful life for the
commoditized hardware is shorter, typically two to three years and
serviceable for up to five or six years. Analog equipment typically has a
10-year useful life and is often serviceable up to 20 years. The
equipment was evaluated by IPTV and a plan for replacement was
devised based on the commoditized hardware life expectancy. The
plan will be reviewed and updated by IPTV each year to ensure
replacements are made strategically.
